NEW YORK (AP) — Since 
Daniel M’Naghten set out more 
than a hundred years ago to kill 
the British prime minister—and 
got the wrong man—courts have 
held 
that 
the test of insanity 
was the ability to 
distinguish 
right from wrong. 
But 
Monday 
the 
2nd 
U.S. 
Court of Appeals threw out the 
M’Naghten Rule on the grounds 
that it doesn’t go far e no u gh . 
The court ruled that a person 
is not responsible for criminal 
conduct if — even though he 
knows an act to be wrong — he 
cannot control his behavior. 
The decision, 
which applies 
only to federal courts in the 2nd 
Circuit of New York, Connecti­ 
cut and Vermont, implements a 
1962 proposal of tile American 
Law Institute. 
Among the 26 persons who 
drafted the proposal was Dr. 
Manfred S. Guttm acher, chief 
medical officer of the Supreme 
Bench of Baltimore “ I’m over­ 
joyed with it,” he said. “The M’­ 
Naghten Rule was a had rule. It 
was made in 1843 and I think it 
has outlived its usefulness.” 
The rule had a “ fatal defect” 
that 
placed 
“ tight 
shackles” 
upon expert psychiatric testimo­ 
ny, said one of the judges, Irv­ 
ing R Kaufman. 
He said the result “is that in­ 
stead of being treated at ap­ 
propriate mental institutions for 
a 
sufficiently 
long 
period 
to 
bring about a cure or sufficient 
improvement so that the ac­ 
cused may return with relative 
safety to himself and the com­ 
munity, he is ordinarily sen­ 
tenced to a prison term as if 
criminally responsible and then 
released as a potential recidi­ 
vist with a society at his m er­ 
cy.”

turned the conviction of Charles 
Freeman, w’ho had been sen­ 
tenced to five years for a nar­ 
cotics violation.

Tenney 
had 
found 
Freeman 
competent to stand trial under 
the M’Naghten 
Rule, but tile 
Appeals Court said he should 
apply the new finding at a trial. 
M’Naghten, 
suffering 
delu­ 
sions of persecution, tried to kill 
British Prime Minister Robert 
Peel in London. But Peel rode in 
secretary, Drummond, rode in 
Queen Victoria’s carriage 
be­ 
cause of her absence and 
his 
Peel’s vehicle M’ Naghten shot 
and killed Drummond by mis­ 
take. 
After a lengthy trial he was 
acquitted in 1843 by reason of 
insanity. The rule has been a 
part of English common law 
since then.
